One of the pvjblishers of Interreport Oat^ a new bi-weeKly in 
Vienna oovorins neivfs froo Iron Curtain countries* Inuring the war 
worked for the SD of the SS in Rratisla'va irtiere he worked closely 
vLtb SOMNENBERGER, SJ) Chief* By the end of the war he was in charge 
of the Elratlslava SD Department which was combating the Slovak 
Resistance Uovement* He allegedly loanaged to penetrate the move~ 
ment and acquired papers which allowed him. to escape to Austria* 

Was secretary of the "academic EVeedom Fighters" in Vienna and 
was 8 ec 3 retary of the so-called "Austrian College." Albert reportedly, 
was one of the first collaborators of Josef Adolf URBAN and 
presumably his chief representative in Vienna* He was private 
secretary to Engr. Richard WOLF, pro-Soviet secretary general of the 
Democratic Union and tried to g^ the Allied Council to recognize 
the Soviet l^on. closely assoc iatbd with HOLEC, a former 3 

functionary of the Democratic Union* Both were dismissed from the 
party, however, because they tried to use the party for MM f. 

inteGLligence purposes* Believed he eells information to ;• 

several intelllgwce sertlces* Allegedly sends reports to a member 
of the French Legation, f^leg von FRITTWIT2, and maintains close * 
relations with w* HEICHHAHN MM of the Austrian Uiniatry of the 
Interior who is ectremely pro-F^^h* His motivation in his 
intelligence activities is largely financial*
